PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE

McKinley’s Annuval Communi-
cation to Congress,

Many Important Recommondations Are
Made In the Docnment, Whiok Deals
Intelligently and Ju Flaln Lasnguage
With Every Tople In Which the Na
tlon Is futerestod,

WASIHINGTON, Dee. 8.—President
Meiminley's auoual messnge was read
Both hionses of the legislntore at the first
auy’s session today. The message in purt
i ox follows:

To the Senate and House of Represen-
tatlves:

At the outgoing of the old and the in-
coming of the new century you be-
Zin the last seasion of the Fifty-sixth
congress with evilences on every hand
of Individual and natlonal prosperity
and with proof of the growing strength
and Increasing power for good of Re-
publican Institutions. Your country-
men will Join with you In felleltition
that Amerloan lberty I8 more firmiy
estnblished than ever before and that
love for it and the determination to
pfsorve It are more universsl thah at
any former perlod of our history.

In our forelgn Intercourse the doml-
nant question haz been the trentment
of the Chinese problem. Apart from
thig our rolations with the powers have
been huppy.

The recent teoubles In China spring
from the anti-forelgn agitatlon which
for the past three yonrs has gained
strength  In the northern provinees.
Thelr origin lles deep in the character
of the Chincse races and In the tradi-
tlona of thelr government. Tho tele-
graph and the rallway spreading over
thelr Iand the steamers plying on thelr
wnterways, the merchant and the mils-
glonary  penctrating year by year
farther to the interior, becnme to the
Chinese mind types of an alien Inva-
slon, changing the course of thelf na-
tlonal life and fraught with vague
forehiodings of disaster to thelr bellefs
and their seif-control,

The sect commonly styled the Boxers
developed grestly In the provinces
north of«the Yangtse, and with the
collusion of many notable ofMclale of
the throne iself, became alarmingly
aggreassive. No forelgner'a life, outside
of the pratected trealy ports, was safe,
No foreign interest was secure from
spolation,

The diplomatic representatives of the
powers In Poekin strove In vain to
chock thix movement. Protest was fol-
lowed by demand and demand by re-
newed protest, to be met with perfunc-
tory edicts from the palace and evasive
and futile asurances from the Tsung Li
Yamen,

The Incrensing gravity of the condl-
tions In China and the Imminence of
petil to our diversified Interests In the
emplre, ns well us to those of all the
otier (riply governments, were soon
approciated by the government, caus-
ing It profound solicitude, The United
Stutes Mrom the earlicst days of forelgn
Intervourse with China, had followed a
policy of peace, omitting no occaslon to
testify good will, to further the ex-
tenglon of lawful trade, L0 respect the
sovercignly of Its government and to
Insure by all legitimat® and kindly but
earnest means the (ullsst measure of
protection for the lives and property of
lnw abkiing oitizens and for the exer-
clse of thelr benificent ¢allings among
the Ohinese people,

Mindful of this, it was felt to be ap-
proprinte that our purposes showld be
pronounced In favor of such course as
would husten united action of the pows-
ers at Pekin to promote the adminls-
trative reforms so greatly needed for
strengthening the Imperial government
nnd maintaining the integrity of China,
In which we belleved the whole western
world to be altke concerned. To these
enda 1 coused to be nddressed to the
severnl powers ocoupying territory and
mulntalning spheres of  influence In
Ching the clireulur proposals of 1599, 1n-
viting from them declarations of thelr
Intentiona and views as to the desira-
bility of the adoption of measures In-
suring the bansfits of equaltity of treat-
ment of all foreign trade throughout
Chiina.

With gratifylng unanimily the re-
sponses colnclded In this common pols
ley, enabling me to see in the suceceas-
ful termination of these negotiations
proof of the friendly spirit which ani-
mites the various powers Interested In
the untrammeled development of com-
moree amd Industry In the Chinesa em-
pire¢ as a source of vast benefit to the
whole commersial world.

The oresident then telis in brief the
story of the rescus of the legations,
uhd proceeds:

The policy of the United States
through al. this trylng  period was
clearly announced and scrupulously
carried out. A ocireular note to the

powers, dited July 3, proclaimed our
nttitude. Treating the condition in the
north as one of virtual anarchy, In
which the greal provinces of the south
and southeas! had no share, we re.
gurded the local authorities In the lat-
Loy quarters as representing the Chl-
nese people with whom we sought to
remaln In peace and friendship, Our
dedlared aima Involved no war against
the Chinese nation, We adhered to the
¥gitimate office of resculng the im-
Jeriled legation, oblaining redress for
Wrongs already suffered, securing
wherever possible the safety of Ameri-
can Iife and property In China and pre-
venting a spread of the disorders or
their recurrence,

A3 was then sald: “The poliey of the
government of the United States Is to
seek a solution which may bring about
permaneint safety and peace to China
preserve Chinese territorinl and admin-
Istrative entty, protect all rights
gunraffesd to  friendly powers by
treaty and International law and safe-
guard for the world the principle of
equul and (mpartial trade with all parts
of the Chinese empire.”

Faithtul to those proessiogs which,
a8 It proved, reflected the views and
purposes of the other co-operative gov-
ernments, all our ¢forts: have been di-
recled townrd ending the anomalous
gituation In China by negotintions for
b settlement at the earliest poasible
momont. As soon as the sacred duiy
of relleving our legation and its de-
pendenis was accomplished we with-
drew from aetive hostilities, leaving

————

our legation under an adequate guard
In Pekin as a channel of ne

and seeitlemeont, a course adopted by
others of the Interested powers. Qver-
tures of the empowered representatives
of the Chinese emperor have been con-
siderately entertalned.

The exposition of the resources and
products of the Western hemisphere to
be held at Buffalo pext year, promises
important results not only for the United
States, but for the other participating
countries, It is gratifying that the Latin-
American stutes have evioeced the llve
lest interest, and the fact that an m-
ternationnl American congress will be
beld in the city of Mexico while the ex-
position = in progress, encourpges the
hope of o larger displny ot Buffalo than
might otherwise be practicable.  The
work of preparing an exhibit of our na-
tional resourcss Is making satistactory
progress under the divection of different
oflicers of the federal government and
the vavious states of the unfon have
shown a disposition toward the most
liberal participation in the onterpriso,

In my last annual, message [ dwelt
at some length upon the conditlon of
affalrs in the Phillppines. While seek-
ing to Impress vwpon you that the grave
responsibllity of  the. future govern-
ment of those {slands rests with the
congress of the United States, 1 ab-
stolned from recommending at that
time a specific and final form of gov-
crument for the territory actually held
by the United States forces and In
which as= long as insurrection contin-
ues military arm must necessarily be
Kupreime,

P'rogress in the hoped for divection has
been favornble. Ogyr forces have skil-
fully controlled the greater part of the
lslandsovercoming the organized forces
of insurgents and carrying order and
administrative regularity te all quar-
ters. What opposition remalns s for
the most part scattored,

The president speaks of the appoint
ment of the Philippine commission and
his iustructions to that body. Ie cons
tinues:

“"Colneldently with the entrance of
the commisslon upon Its labors |
causiéd to be lssued by General Mao-
Arthur, the military governor of the
Philippines, on June 21, 1900, a procla-
mation of amnesty In generous terms,
of which many of the Insurgents took
advantage, among them a number of
Important leaders,

The present strength of the army 1s
100,000 men, 65,000 regulars and 45,000
volunteers, Under the act of March 2,
1500, on the 30th of June next the pres-
ent volunteer foarce will be discharged
and the regular army will be reducsd
Lo LT oleers awl 20,025 enlisted men,
We have in Cuba betweéen 5,000 and §,-
000 troops. For the present our troops
In that lsland cannot be withdrawn or
materially  diminished, and certainly
not until the concluslon of the labors
of the constlitutivnal convention now
In sesslon and & government provided
by the new constitution shall hayve
been estublished and (s stabllity as-
sured. In Porto Rico we have reduced
the garrisons to 1,636, which Includes
8§79 native troops. There s no room for
further reduction here. We will be re-
quired 1o keep a conslderable force in
the Philippines for some time to come.
From the best information obtalnable
we will need there for the lmmedlate
futtre from: 46,000 to 60,000 men, I am
sure the humber may be reduced as the
Insurgents shall come to acknowledge
the authority of the Unlted States, of
which there are assuring Indieations.
It must be apparent that we will re-
quire an army of about 60,000 and that
during the presint conditlons In Cuba
and the Philippines the preaident
shoul@® have authority to Increase the
foree to the present number of 100,600,
Included In this number authority
should be glven to ralee nntive troops
In the Philippines up to 15,000, which
the Taft commission belleves will be
more effective in detecting and sup-
pressing guerrillas, assassing and la-
drones than our own soldlers. I favor
the recommendation of the secretary of
war for the detall of officers from the
line of the army when vacancles occur
In the adjutant general’s department,
Inspector general's department, quar-
termaster's - department, subsistence
department, pay department, ordnance
department and signal corps.

The president speaks of the rapld
growth of the postal service and ap-
proves the recommendation of the sec-
retary of the navy for new vessels and
for more officera and men.

The pennlon roll shows o net increase
of 2,010 names.

Actlon I8 recommended In the way of
Increasing the number of schools In
Alnska. Progress s noted In the edu-
catlonal, agricultural and rallrond de-
velopment of the Hawallan Islands.

The eivil service commisslon Is great-
ly embarrassed In Its work for want
of an adequate permuanent force for
clerleal and other asslstance. Its needs
are fully set forth In its report. I In-
vite attention to the report, and es-
peclally urge upon the congress that
this Important bureau of the publle
service which passes upon the quall-
fications and character of so large a
Rumber of the officers and employes of
tne government, should be sypported
by all needed appropristions Lo secure
promptoess and efieciency. In onr great
prosperity we muste guard agalnst the
danger It invites of extravagance [n
government expenditures and appro-
priations, and the chosen representa-
tives of the people will, 1 doubt not,
furnish an example In their leglslation
of that wise economy which, in a sea-
mon of plenty, husbands for the future.
In this era of great husiness actlvity
and opportunity cautlon 18 not untime-
ly, It will not abate, but strengthen
confidence; it will not retard, but pro-
mote legitimate Industrial and com-
mercial expansion. Our growing power
brings with it temptations and perils
requiring constant vigllance to avoid.
It must not be used to invite coniliots
nor for oppression, but for the more
effective malntenance Of thoee princi-
ples of equality and Justice upon which
our Institutions and happincss depend.
Let us keep nlways in mind that the
foundation of our government ls [ib-
erty; Its superslructure, peace,

Were Watching l'ullhutl Gnme st San
Franclsco, When Shed ou Which They
Stood Collapsed awd They Foll Ioto

Jured —Some Lived Several Days,
BAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—Two

more of those Injured | the Thanksgie-
ing Day aceldent died yesterduy, waking
21 deaths in ull. Yesterduy's dend are
Elléry Crandall, aged 12 and E. P. Tice,
aged 40, Nive of the dead were buried
yestonday.

The vietinis were watching a footbalt
game between the Stanford and Univeres
sily of Californin teams when the roof
beneath them gave way, precipitating
them to the floor of the factory, Sowe uf
themy fell upon the furpaces and one
man of unkuown identity was burned al-
most to a crisp.

The ushe
ers went throngh the erowd calling for
doctors and wauy surgeons hueriedly Lol
the gnme, ‘The living victhus of the d-
aster were taken to varlous hosplitara
The Bouthern Pacific Hospital, withip
two blocks of the sconce was soon ovor
erowded and many of the wounded hga
to be tarned away, They were hure'
to Bt, Luke's, the receiving hospital ant
nearhy dimg stores. Bo seatlered wore
they among the varions institutions, thar
it was at first fmpossible to tell exactiy
how many were hurt or how seriouny
they were injored,

The manager of the gluss works reaiz-
od the danger before the aecldent ocenr-
ted and had sent for the police to eompe!
the erowd to leave. Just as a sqoad of
officers nrrived the roof went down.

The fires 'n the furnnces had heen
started for the first time and the vas
wore Tull of Jignid glass, It was npon
these that the victims fell, Bome woia
killed instnutly and others were slowiy
roasted to death,

The few who missod the furnnces rolle
ed off togethvr with workmien [n the glass
works saved the lives of many by pulling
them away from thele Dorible pestig
plaee,
